a tax levy ordinance passed at the 
monthly meeting Monday -night. 

The village budget calls for the 
spending of $62,115, with almost a 
third: of this or $20,000 going for 
road, ditch and culvert maintenance. 
The difference- between the 
$13,010 tax levy and the $62,1 15 ap- 
propriated for the fiscal year will 
be made up in such ways as sales 
tax shares, building permits, re- 
funds, vehicle tax funds, 1 motor fuel 
tax funds, licenses and the like. 

Maintenance and. improvement of 1 - 
arterial streets in the village is 
down for $14,000 in the appropria- 
tions column of the ordinance. 

A sum of $2,000 was appropriated 
for preliminary planning of a pro- 
posed village sewer system engin- 
eering services. 

Preliminary plans for arterial 
roads work were sent to Elgin and 
Springfield for state study and ap- 
proval some time ago.

Hope was- expressed that work on 
such a system could start this fall. 
Rep. W. J. "Murphy of Antioch 
has been- trying- to push the state 
paper work on the arterial road 
work along, village board president 
Robert Randall, said. 

A house numbering system in the 
village in connection with a passible 
sub-post office being established 
there was discussed. 

The board voted to pay Marvin 
Walker $3,380 for road, culvert, 
gravel and similar work done on 
village roads.

LINDENHURST— The village of 
Lindenhurst' will seek $13,010. 
through tax levies in the fiscal year 
ending next .April 30, according to , 
a tax levy ordinance passed, at the 
monthly meeting Monday ■ night. 

The village budget calls %ox the ..' 
spending of $62,115, with almost a 
third of this or $20,000 going for 
road, ditch and culvert maintenance. 
The difference between the 
$13,010 tax levy and the $02,115 ap- 
propriated for the fiscal year win 
be made up in such ways as sales 
tax shares, building permits, re- 
funds, vehicle tax funds, motor fuel 
tax ^ funds, licenses and the like. 

Maintenance and improvement of 
arterial streets in the village is 
down for $14,000 in the appropria- 
tions column, of the ordinance. 

A sum of $2,000 was appropriated 
for preliminary planning of a pro- 
posed village sewer system engin- 
eering services. 

Preliminary plans for arterial 
roads work were sent to Elgin and 
Springfield for state study and ap- 
proval some time ago. The village 
as of Monday was still awaiting 
their return. 

Hope was expressed that work on 
such a system could start this fall. 
Rep. W. J. "Murphy of Antioch 
has been trying- to push the state 
paper work on the" arterial road 
work along, village board president 
Robert Randall said. 

A house numbering system in the 
village in connection with a possible 
sub-post office being established 
there was discussed. 

The board- voted to pay Marvin 
Walker $3,380 for road, culvert, 
gravel and similar work done on 
village roads. 

Members of the village planning 
commission and the village board of 
trustees will meet at 7:30 p.m. Au- 
gust 29 to discuss a master plan pro- 
posed by the planners for the vil- 
lage.

New Factory, 
Warehouse Is 
Being Built

Walls of Antioch's newest manu- 
facturing plant and warehouse were 
taking shape this week as the 130 
by 100 foot one-story structure was 
being pushed toward a fall comple- 
tion date. 

President Hal Gcfvert of Grays- 
lake, president of the Gefco Manu- 
facturing Co., which is building the 
Antioch structure, said it was hoped 
to occupy the new structure at least 
partially by October I. 

It is located on Anita avenue near 
Ida avenue in the village's small 
factory district cast of the Soo Line 
tracks. 
As of now its 13,000 square feet 
will be the largest area under one 
roof in this manufacturing district. 

Gefvert said the local plant will 
be comprised mostly of warehouse 
space, although there will be some 
assembly work of radio loudspeak- 
ers here. The loudspeakers are 
ma mi fact u red and assembled at 
Grayslake now. 

There will be no manufactflring 
here by the J>0 to fiO employees ex- 
pected to work in Antioch, he said. 
About 80 per cent of the local work- 
ers will be women, or about the 
same proportion as work at the 
Grayslake plant. 

About 200 persons are working at 
Grayslake. 

The Antioch building will be com- 
pletely fireproof, Gefvert said. 
Brick exterior walls were being 
erected late last week and early this 
week. Foundations for the outside 
walls were in place.

Dear Sir: 

Have you ever received shocking 
news about a loved one that filled 
you with fear, anxiety, -worry, and, 
you felt you knew of ? no one to 
whom you might turn to help you 
secure factual information? 

This ia just the situation with 
which my wife and I were faced 
on July 13 when we received a 
telegram from Air Force headquar- 
ters, Washington, D, C„ advising that 
our son, Airman. 2nd 1 Class Ronald 
J. Noble, AF 16908402 who was cur- 
rently on temporary duty in Eng- 
land from his base at Lockbourne 
Air Force Base, Columbus, , Ohio, 
had been found unconscious in Bir- 
mingham,. England. The cause of 
the accident was unknown and his 
condition was critical, 

We thought of our good friend, 
Herman Holbek, who resides at 603 
Main Street, Antioch, and is a rep- 
resentative In our community of 
the Lake county chapter, American 
Red Cross. 

Holbek was so kind and under- 
standing, telling us that he would 
contact the Red Cross chapter In 
Waukegan and that everything 
would be done to secure informa- 
tion in regard to our son. 

In a very short time, we re- 
ceived a call from the home ser- 
vice worker at the Lake county 
chapter who assured us that she 
would endeavor to secure as much 
of the details as possible. 

The chapter immediately contact- 
ed the field. director, overseas of the 
American Red Cross asking for as 
much detailed information as possi- 
ble and also asked if the mother's 
presence was recommended. 

The following day the chapter 
had direct communications with 
their Red Cross field director at our 
son's permanent base in Ohio, but 
they, too, were unable to give de- 
tailed information. *'. 

The chapter learned that the 
mother's presence was not advisable 
at that time, but as soon as the 
doctors recommended her presence, 
the chapter home .service worker 
assured us they would assist in com- 
pleting all plans. 

On the 14th of July, the chapter 
learned tnat our son had been trans- 
ferred to a military hospital and 
that they would receive further re- 
ports. 

On the 10th of July the Red 



Cross learned that the doctors rec- 
ommended my wife's presence. 

*The home service worker met 
With us, planned -our entire trip 
from Chicago to England on July 20. 

My wife and I departed from 
O'Hare field for New York and 
through the efforts of the Lake 
county Red Cross chapter, we were 
met by the New York City Red 
Cross Volunteers who immediately 
took us to the passport office where 
all papers were ready for us, thus 
avoiding any % delay; 

We were driven to McQuire Air 
Force Base, N, J, „ where my wife 
departed by military flight at 4 p. 
m. the same afternoon. 

When she arrived overseas, she 
was met by Red Cross representa- 
tives and taken to our son's bedside.' 

Through Red Cross channels, I 
was able to learn of her safe arrival 
overseas and have continued to re- 
ceive current reports on my son. 

I am unable to express my thanks 
to Mr. Holbek for the generous and, 
efficient 'services rendered my wife 
by the Lake county American Red 
Cross, and the Red Cross every- 
where.

Tax bills should be ready for mailing in another two or three 

weeks and none too soon as far as Republican candidates in Lake 
county are concerned. 

None of the candidates for county office in the coming elec- 
tion have a thing to do with the preparation of the tax bills, 
Durkln but the arrival of the tax statements will no doubt be followed by 

a howl of anguish from ail sectors of the county. 

This could be reflected at the polls if the bills arrived too close to election 

time, but (he candidates feel that tempers will cool before Ballot day. 

* * * 

Compromise is the soul of democracy ond a vital tool of the politician which 
no doubt explains the rather surprising decision reached by the county board of 
supervisors Tuesday before they approved the resolution transferring title of the 
courthouse square to the Lake County Public Building Commission. 

The resolution opens the door to eventual construction of a new court house 
and county office building and virtually assures its construction on the present 
site in Waukegan. 

The compromise, which made passage of the resolution possible, was an 
amendment providing for the simultaneous construction of a county building annex 
or .sub-office in the central part of the county. 

This annex would house the Forest Preserve District, County Veterinarian, 
the jury commission five days a month, a sub-station for the sheriff's office, o sub- 
collection office for the county treasurer's office during tax collection periods, 
and office of the building and zoning and planning departments. 

The amendment was introduced by Supervisor Joseph P, Welch, of Cuba, and. 
was signed primarily by western Lake County board members with the help of 
Supervisor Kenneth Henke, of Benton, and John Casperson and Henry Strenger, of 
Shields. 

One affirmative result of the amendment is the admission on the part of the 
signers that additional facilities are needed to house the departments of the 
county government. 

Unfortunately the amendment could weaken the arguments for a new build- 
ing since decentralization of departments would eliminate the need for more space 
in the century old building. , *s, 

It's our guess that between now ond time for construction of the new county 
buildings there will be o change in attitude on the board and many of those who 
voted for the amendment will reverse their field as they realize the added cost 

and Inconvenience of scattering the functions of government. 

* * • 

The board also voted to establish an office of Director of Finance for the 
county to serve os an adviser to the county board and county officials, but not 
without cries of anguish from some of the members who see a threat to the town- 
ship form of government in the concession to progress. 

Opponents of the plan profess to see a dwindling of supervisor responsibility 
and power and new costs to -the taxpayers. 

Proponents insist the office will pay for Itself and. will enable the board to 
' better serve the interests of a growing county. 

The discussions on the director of finance and the new courthouse at least 
should make some of the supervisors aware that Lake County is big and is going 
to get bigger and that the governing body of the county is going to have to live 
with this foct, like It or not.

late Sunday afternoon while f ire- 
men from Lake Villa and Antloch 
protected nearby buildings.^ v 

An Antioch fire truck, one of two 
at the scene during the blaze, was 
on its way back to Antioch from 
Mundelein when the cair was . re- 
layed to it by radio. It had been 
at Mundelein at a firemen's outing. 

In fact William Miller of $ the 
camp-staff had to use his car radio- 
phone to put In ,:an emergency call 
to Chicago which relayed the. fire 
call to Antioch for vhelp. Emer- 
gency lilies to Lake Villa were 
>out," Miller said. 

The property is in the 'Lake Villa 
fire district. Antioch respondcd^to 
'aid under a mutual aid system ee^ 
''tween ! the two communities where- 
by each helps ythe other when

Tanks of water on two of the 
trucks at the scene provided water 
for spraying on a house about 150 
feet from the burning barn and a 
shed-garage a little nearer the blaze. 
Firemen wet down the roofs and 
sides of the two buildings to pre- 
vent heat radiation or burning em- 
bers from igniting them. 

MILLER SAID the fire was first 
noticed by Lew Bertoos of the camp 
crew who was in the house near 
the barn. He noticed smoke rising 
from high up on the west side of 
the barn. 

The alarm in turn was relayed 
through the camp about a quarter 
of a mile from the farm buildings 
by Marvin Egdal, camp director, 
who was in the camp kitchen and 
saw the smoke out the kitchen's 
rear window^ 

Some 200 to 250 boys from Chi- 
cago YMCA's had arrived at the 
camp only that afternoon for a two- 
week stay, Miller said. Parents 
who had accompanied some of them 
had returned home only an hour or 
so before the fire broke out. 

About 1,500 bales of new hay had 
been placed in the barn recently and 
it was believed spontaneous com- 
bustion in. this hay started the fire. 
Smoke was visible for about 15 
minutes before flames could be 
seen, Miller reported. ^ 

Saddles and some equipment was 
removed from the barn by Antioch 
firemen, but about 600 bushels of 
oats, bridles, a manure spreader, 
hay and some other items were lost. 
Firemen used a tractor at the 
farm to pull equipment away. 

THERE WAS NO CHANCE of 
saving the barn by the time the four 
fire trucks and crews were on the 
scene so their efforts were concen-
